The 
designation of the check across its 
back as a contribution to the gover- 
nor’s campaign fund did not restrict 
its use to that purpose, Mr. Schiff said. 
Henry Morganthau. ambassador to 
Turkey, formerly chairman of the 
finance committee on the national dem- 
ocratic committee, testified that when 
he gave the governor the check for 
$1,V00—a personal contribution—he 
had placed no limitations on its use. 
He said, however, that he had made 
the gift to help the governor in his 
campaign and had been “foolishly gen- 
erous.” 

These are two of the alleged cam- 
paign contributions which the articles 
of impeachment against the governor 
charge that he misused. 

“It possibly cannot make any dtf- 
ference in this case, but if I were sit- 
ting in a criminal prosecution,” said 
Judge Edgar M. Cullen, president of 
the court, “I should have to charge 
the petit jury that if the owner con- 
sented to the use in any manner of 
the money or check given by the party 
to whom it was delivered, such use 
would not constitute larceny.” 

Opening of Actual Trial. 


This testimony and the ruling of the 
presiding judge thereon marked the 
opening of the actual trial of the im- 
peached executive, which up until noon 
today had been delayed by arguments 
of objections of counsel for defense. 
At that hour all obstacles to the tak- 
ing of testimony had been swept aside 
by vote of the court, thereby permit- 
ting Eugene Lamb Richards, of coun- 
sel for the managers of the impeach- 
ment, to outline the evidence against 
the governor. This opened the case. 

The last of these obstacles—the mo- 
tion of the defense to quash the three 
articles of the imperachment dealin 
with the governor's alleged misuse o 
his campaign contributions—was dis- 
posed of today in this manner:

The discolorations were pronounced 
and, according to medical experts, 
were obviously inflicted before death. 
This is stated on the theory that dis- 
coleration can be inflicted only while 
the blood is in circulation, and that 
circulation ceases instantly death 6n- 
sues. 

Except for the bruises and discol- 
orations, no other reason can be giv- 
en for the suspicion of murder. Friends 
‘are at a loss to explain the strange 
case, except thatin case the “foul 
play belief be correct, the dead man 
was slain for robbery.

VOTERS WERE IN FAVOR 
OF LIMITING THE POWER 
OF ATLANTA’S RECORDER 


Majoritv of Voters Favored 
Referendum Amendment. 
Both Are Now Lost Since 
New Charter Was Beaten. 


The proposed new charter for At- 
lanta was decisively defeated at the 
special election held yesterday. 

The election was the quietest ever 
held in the city, and the lightest vote 
recorded in years was polled on the 
important question. The total vote on 
the charter was slightly over 3,700, of 
which the election managers only al- 
lowed 3,681 to count. The balance were 
thrown out as spoiled. The vote on the 
charter was: | 

lor the charter, 1,487. 

Against charter, 2,194. 

Majority against charter, 707. 

Favored Limiting Power. 

On the amendments tacked on the 
charter by the legislature, a majority 
of 300 votes was rolled up in favor of 
the provision to limit the power of the 
recorder to impose a fine of not ex- 
ceeding $200 with a thirty-day sen- 
tence. 

Under the present charter the re- 
corder has authority to impose a max- 
imum fine of $500 and a sixty-day sen- 
tence. The total vote onthe amend- 
ment was 3,396, of which 1,588 was 
cast in favor of vesting the recorder 
with heavy-fining power, and 1,841 in 
favor of reducing his power. 

The initiative, referendum and re- 
call provision, which was also inserted 
in the charter by the legislature, was 
carried by a majority of 355 out of a 
total of 3,199 votes cast. The vote on 
the amendment was 1,922 for the 
amendment and 1,277 against. 

The charter 
ments were voted on separately. The 
defeat of the charter also means the 
defeat of the amendments, for the rea- 
son that the rejection of the proposed 
measure by the people throws the city 
sovernment back on the old charter, 
which has been in effect since 1874. 

Mayor Woodward Gratified. 


Mayor Woodward, who has led the 
fight against the charter, stated, after 
the returns were compiled, that the de- ~ 
}feat of the charter was more decisive 


that he expected. He declared that ht — 


had hoped for at least 5,000 votes to be 
cast, and admitted that when he real- 
ized that the vote would not go over 
3,700 he was a bit skeptical over the 
résult, | 

“Had the vote been heavier the vie- 
tory for the people would have been 
sreater,” the mayor said “The defeat 
of the charter is gratifying. It shows 
that the people are not to be domi- 
nated by the ring, and that back room 
caucuses will not be tolerated. While

don’t claim the credit for its defeat. 
The people are to be thanked. It was a 
[am now ready to du 
what I can for the people to get gen- 
uine charter reforms next year if they 
want it, and I think they do. If mv 
suggestions are followed out I don’t 
think there'll be any trouble in get- 
ting the sort of charter the people 
want.” 


Judge Hillyer Disappointed. 


Judge George Hillyer, chairman of 
the charter campaign committee, was 
disappointed at the result. He said: 

“The proposed charter did not go far 
enough and I think the result is due to 
the fact that the people are opposed to 
the commission form of government. 
They are against making the changes 
suggested even though an improve- 
ment, for fear it might open the way to 
another fight for placing despotic pow- 
er in the hands of a few. So they pre- 
ferred to let the present charter stand. 

“Tf it had been proposed to increase 
the membership of the council so that 
about every 300 voters could have their 
own councilman, locally elected by 
them, without dictation from the out- 
side or by anyone but themselves and 
thus make the form of government 
even more representative and demo- 
cratic than it is, then the result might 
have been different.

The road-building authorities of the 


state are giving overwhelming indorsement 
to the proposal to extend the powers of the 
state prison commission, under law already 
existing, so as to enable it to render genu- 
jne expert assistance to the counties in 
road building Several days ago the com- 
mission began a poll of the counties, to

ascertain if sentiment were favorable 


the commission’s employing four road en- 


gineers, as empowered by to insure 
uniform methods throughout the state. It 
would be strange if the counties were so 
blind to their own interests as to overlook 
an opportunity of this nature. They 
given, under the plan proposed, the oppor- 
tunity of building roads scientifically and

the state. The other alternative is the pres- 
ent haphazard method. 

Under this new field opened up for its 
activities, the prison commission is given 
the chance of coficlusively justifying its 
usefulness and performing a clean-cut and 
undoubted service to the state. When the 
state convicts were distributed among the 
‘counties under the legis- 
lature made the duty of supervision over 
convicts mandatory upon the grand jury of 


These bodies were responsi- 


county control, 


each county. 
ble for the proper treatment of the convicts. 
it is of record that they are uniformly per- 
forming their duties. That fact lessens 
materially the duty of supervision which has 
been so largely occupying the time and 
appropriation of the commission. 

At about the same time, the commission 
was given power to sit at a board of par- 
dons. But there is not an important case 
that has come up before the commission 
that has not, in turn, been as exhaustively 
threshed over by the governor as though it 
had never been considered by the commis- 
sion. The McNaughton case, for illustra- 
tion, has, and properly, occupied the gov- 
ernor’s attention for practically two weeks. 
if the pardon function of the commission is 
so largely duplicated the call upon that 
body’s energies in this direction is either 
radically lessened or made wholly superflu- 
ous and imaginary. 

But in the creation and supervision of 
a central highway bureau there is no danger 
of duplicated functions, as in convict super- 
vision and pardon function. It is a 
structive work all its own and big enough 
and broad enough to occupy the commis-

What constitutes a violation of the Mann

Conflicting rulings by federal courts in 
California and Kansas, not to speak of con- 
tradictory positions taken by officials in 
other federal jurisdictions, Atlanta includ- 
ed, raises this interesting point and makes 
the status of the law decidedly chaotic. 
In the famous Diggs-Caminetti case, the 
federal courts in California took over juris- 
diction, entertained prosecutions for viola- 
tion and entered convictions, though it was 
at no time contended that the defendants 
had taken the women in the case across the 
state line for immoral purposes of a com- 
mercial nature. 

The Associated Press: now reports that 
Federal Judge John T. Pollock, at Wichita, 
Kan., has thrown out an attempt to prose- 
cute under the act in his court, on the 
ground that congress intended that the law 
should apply only to offenses committed for 
“commercial” or gainful purposes, and that 
the defendant in this case was guilty of 
no more than a personal escapade which 
should be punished in state courts.

WAS JOE MILLER A JOKER? 


Joe Miller and a joke are synonymous, and 
yet it is said that Joe Miller was anything 
but a humorist, even though to this day 
“Joe Miller's Joke Book” is to be found in 
all large libraries and upon most news- 
stands. For some unaccountable reason he 
came to be known as a “jokesmith” several 
centuries ago, and he has never lost the title. 
This man, whose name is now the repre- 
sentative of the very idea of joking, is said 
never to have uttered a joke. 

Joe Miller had very little reputation ev7n 
as an actor, which was his profession, dtr- 
ing his lifetime, and it is claimed that his 
entire reputation was given to him after his 
death by John Mottley, who was commission- 
ed by a publisher in 1739 to compile a col- 
lection of jests, and he unwarrantedly en- 
titled his work “Joe Millers Jests.”” No 
one seems ever to have been able to explain 
why Mottley attached Miher’s name to this 
book, unless it was one of his own jokes, 

The humor in Mottley’s book was com- 
piled by him from other books, and his own 
memory from among stories recollected in 
his former conversations. Joe Miller is men- 
tioned as the hero in three of the record- 
ed anecdotes, but it would appear that the 
name was introduced without historical jus- 
tification. A large number of editions were 
brought out during the eighteenth century, 
and many of them were of such a stupid 
character that Joe Miller’s name became not 
only a synonym for a jest, but for a witty 
anecdote of ancient flavor. 

This “Prince of Jesters,” as it were, was 
born in 1684, and of such opscure origin 
that no one knows the place of his birth. 

It {is not until 1715 that any trace of him 
has been found, and then his name ap- 
pears on the bills of Drury Lane Theater 
as performing a rather insignificant part in 
Farquhar’s comedy of “The Constant 
Couple.” He arose rapidly, however, in pub- 
lic esteem, and for a long period Joe Miller 
icted at Drury Lane. 

He seems to have been popular with the 
theatrical set who nightly gathered after 
the performance at “The Black Jack” in 
London, but among the wits who assembled, 
it Is said that Miller was remarkable for 
the gravity of his demeanor, and that he 
was so completely innocent of anything like 
joking that his companions, as a jest, as- 
‘ribed every new joke that was made to him. 
Thus, it would seem that the man who was 
considered the greatest of jesters, 
tirely the opposite. His derisive reputation 
seems even to have been carried to his grave,

“But we did not wish to place too great a 
upon the commission at the outset 
nor to risk confusion and the discharge of 
its primary duties of organization slighted. 
So we put in the famous ‘clause twenty.’

But they are too busy attending to their own 
affairs and watching one another to think 
of taking on any more troubles. 

We have spent nearly two billions of dol- 


lars within the past thirty years for our 
navy alone. Our naval bill for this year 
(1913) calls for $150,000,000. It is claimed 
that during the last decade we have spent 
for warships one-half billion dollars more 
than France, one-half billion dollars mor: 
than Germany, and one billion dollars mor: 
than Japan. Does that look like an insignif.- 
cant amount? 

Our navy today is composed of 277 vessels 
which includes 38 battleships (number 39 
is just started, and will be the largest of all) 
11 marine cruisers, 63 submarines, 28 tor 
pedo boats and 54 destroyers. It is affirm- 
ed that no navy save England has a potentiai 
naval power as great as our own. 

Another fact, seldom considered, is that a 
great army or a big navy does not prevent 
war. All history proves this. We are now 
expending for past wars and preparation for 
future ones about $1,000,000 per day. Surely 
a great nation, such as we boast of being 
and truly are, can find a better way to 
spend at least a part of this vast sum, a 
way that will make our future history even 
more illustrious in the victories of peace.
